SEAMEN— AND  ACTS  FINALLY  LEADING  TO  THE 
WAR  OF  1812

A  MOST  VALUABLE  PAPER,  AND  MORE  THAN  ORDINARY  LETTER.  Jefferson 

prescribes  in  detail  the  duties  of  the  Minister's  office — England's  impress- 
ment of  seamen  is  to  be  a  particular  subject  of  protest — the  Conversation 
between  Mr.  Morris  and  the  British  Minister  we  entirely  reject  (it  was 
that  seamen  should  carry  Certificate  of  Citizenship). 

Jefferson  shows  that  such  a  condition  was  never  yet  submitted  to  by 
any  nation — few  sailors  would  take  the  precaution,  and  casualties  of 
their  calling  would  expose  them  to  destruction,  and  thus  the  British 
Government  would  be  armed  with  legal  authority  to  impress  the  whole 
of  our  seamen — the  simplified  rule  will  be  that  the  vessel  being  American 
shall  be  evidence  that  her  seamen  are  American. 

If  vessels  are  apprehended  to  be  asylums  for  fugitives  from  press  gangs 
the  number  of  men  may  be  limited — no  press  gangs  should  ever  be  al- 
lowed to  board  an  American  vessel  unless  Officers  find  an  excess  of  num- 
bers, or  their  Master  has  refused  to  deliver  his  supernumeraries  to  be 
named  by  himself — hints  reprisals — desires  information,  and  may  make 
a  convention  on  the  subject. 

Encloses  letters  of  credence  to  the  King — has  already  delivered  his 
commission  to  the  King  as  Plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States.  Most 
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important  of  your  charges  is  the  patronage  of  our  commerce  and  its 
liberation  from  embarrassments  in  all  the  British  dominions,  the  West 
Indies  especially.

The  year  favorable  for  agricul- 
ture— frost  causing  injury,  but  not  enough  to  endanger  distress — mis- 
conduct of  a  British  Captain  in  taking  sailors  off  an  American  vessel — 
take  measures  to  protect  American  commerce  against  British  violence.

Lord  Balcarras  to  pacify,  offers 
indemnity,  but  Toussaint  wanted  the  ships  to  succeed  in  the  expedition 
against  Rigaud.  Bad  British  policy.  Pickering  thinks  due  to  individual 
rapacity,  or  that  the  two  chiefs  may  destroy  each  other — work  injury 
to  the  Commerce  of  the  IT.  S.  Georgia  relinquishing  land  west  of  the 
Chatahouchee  on  conditions.
